FOOD BILL PASSES. 

He had brought in and the house of 
commons had passed through all its 
stages a bill to give the board of trade 
power to requisition and deal with 
hoarded or reserved food. That was 
exactly the demand of my article. My 
article, about to die, saluted this most 
swift and decisive government of ours. 

Then I perceived that there were still 
many things to be said about this requi- 
sitioning of food.

War has been declared on war time 
food prices. | 

The United States, the state of Illinois, 
and the city of Chicago, through officials 
here, have announced inquiries into the 
rising food prices and steps toward puni- 
tive measures for individuals and con- 
cerns who may be responsible for arti- 
ficial values. 

The direct charge was made in many 
quarters yesterday that those in control 
of the food markets were deliberately 
and arbitrarily raising prices, taking ad- 
vantage of Chicago and the consumers 
of the country with the European wars 
for pretext. 


Wilkerson to Act. 
James H. Wilkerson, United States dis-

Mr. Wilkerson announced an unrelent- 
ing investigation into any illegal opera- 
tions concerned in interstate business 
affecting food prices, with the possibility 
of grand jury action and prosecution.

Can Use Navy Yards. 

The bill authorizes the president and 
secretary of the navy to use the navy 
yards when not ‘inconsistent with the 
needs of the navy to repair merchant ves 
sels. Naval officers are allowed to serve 
on merchant vessels with the permission 
of the secretary of the navy, and vessels 
acquired by the Red Cross are to be ad- 
mitted to registry for the period of war. 
The Weeks bill, which passed the senate 
some days ago, has been blocked in the 
house committee on naval affairs. This 
measure provides for the creation of navy 
mail and express lines between the United 
States and South America and also be- 
tween the United States and Burope dur- 
ing the war.

Supplies Cut Off. 

About €5,000,000 consumers, living be 
tween the Rio Grande river and Caps 
Horn, have their supplies cut off througa 
the present war, not only the luxuries oi 
life, but also in a great many cases the 
absolute necessities, and are eagerly 
waiting for the American merchant to 
supply their demanas. 

Germany’s exports to ‘hese countries 
cover almost every manufactured article 
imaginable, but principally dry gcoca, 
cloths, ready made clothing for men and 
women, shoes, linen, jewelry, novelties, 
toys, automobiles, trucks, tires, con 
densed cream, meat products in various 
forms, canned fruits and vegetables, 
wines and liquors, glass. : 

Also among the exports are china and 
hardware, painis and oils, drugs, soaps, 
perfumery, toilet articles, pianos, and 
other musical instruments, paper goods, 
bocks, and stationery, lamps and lighting 
fixtures, photographic supplies, printing 
machinery and supplies, small arms, hats, 
electrical instruments, stoves, saddlery. 
and a vast variety in the machinery line 


Easily Placed on Market. 

While some of these articles are be- 
yond our reach, as we ourselves import 
them from abroad, other ones are manu- 
factured in this country and can advan- 
tageously be placed upon these markets 
by American manufacturers. 

Judgment must, however, be used in 
entering these foreign markets, or the 
results will be disastrous. The Latin- 
American consumer will not accept every 
article because it has a large sale in this 
country, and for this reason the exporter 
has to study carefully the markets which 
he wishes to invade, has to comply with 
the existing demand, the native customs, 
the personal habits, and the physical 
conditions of the country where he ex- 

ects to sell his goods. 

He has also to figure on the different 
climatic conditions in the various re- 
publics and that an article which may 
find a ready sale in the tropical climate 
of Brazil, will not interest the merchant 
in Southern Chile or Bolivia, where 
weather conditions resemble more the 
Canadian climate. 


Trade Scouts Used. 


A Few Don'ts 
for the Exporter. 


Never answer a letter in English 
if the inquiry is in Spanish or 
Portuguese, unless the writer re- 
quests it. 

Never circularize or mail cata- 
logtes in English, as the waste 
basket is ready to receive them. 
Never mail letters or printed 
matter with insufficient postage, 
as the addressee will have to pay 
a fine besides the postage due, and 
he will receive at once the impres- 
sion that you are careless as te 
details. 

Never quote. prices f. o. b. an 
Inland town, as it is absolately 
impossible for the local merchant 
in South America to secure freight 
rates in the United States. When- 
ever possible quote prices . . Be 
port South America. Do not quote, 
hewever, rates delivered on dock, 
as there are quite heavy landing 
and dock charges. 

Never promise delivery on a cer- 
tain day unless you are absolutely 
sure that shipments to that effect 
can be arranged. 
Never send a letter, 
or printed matter in Spanish to 
Brasil, as only Portuguese is 
spoken there, which is a language 
entirely different from Spanish. 
Never forget that almost every 
one of there Latin-American re- 
publics have gold, paper, and sil- 
ver money, and the value of cach 
compared to Umited States currency 
is different. :

It will be necessary to study the ques

Metric System Prevails. 


It will be necessary also to quote size 
and weights according to the metric sys- 
tem, in guoting prices to give quotations 
f. o. b. American port, or, still better, de- 
livered at the port nearest to the local 
merchant in South America, and to-ar- 
range for a system of payments for the 
goods equally just to both parties, 

A great many Latin American orders 
were lost to American manufacturers 
because credits could not be adjusted, 
The American merchant, especially the 
newcomer in the export feld, insisted 
upon the amount of the order to be de- 
posited in New York before the shipment 
was made, which in a great many m- 
stances meant that the purchaser had to 
pay for the goods ninety to 10 days be- 
fore he receivéd them, to which he na- 
iurally objected, especially as under this 
arrangement he had absolutely no finan 
cial redress in case the goods were

As a general rule the Latin-American 
merchant is honest and trustworthy and 
will meet his financial obligations, and 
if the American manufacturer wishes te 
invade these foreign markets and stay 
there, the question of arranging credits 
will be one of absolute necessity and one 
of prime importance, as in some of the 
Latin-American republics sixty days’ 
credit is considered casn.

CHICAGO ACTS 
TO WIN TRADE 


Commerce Body Leaders 
Ask Advice on Rushing 
On Salesmen. 


CABLE TO FIELD AGENT. 


Organized Chicago commerce last night 
took the first tangible steps toward cap- 
turing the South American export trade, 
made easily attainable by the European 
war. The foreign trade committee of the 
association of commerce met at the Union 
League club. 

Preliminary plans for an educational 
campaign through which the Chicago 
wholesaler and man‘ ifacturer will become 
a full-fledged exporter if he avails him- 
self of his opportunities were laid at the 
meeting. 

Further to assist the merchants of Chi- 
cago in obtaining their share of the rich 
trade of the southland, cablegram in- 
structions were sent to Frank C. Enright, 
Buenos Aires representative of the asso- 
ciation of commerce, to send immediately 
a detailed report of conditions in the 
South American countries. 


Asked to Wire Report. 
He was asked to wire a complete report 
of the needs of the southern republics, 
how that they have been shut off from the 
source of supply of their manufactured 
necessities. He was aiso asked whether 
it would be advisable for American firms 
to send salesmen there immediately. 
Twenty representatives of prominent 
Chicago manufactories will also mect 
with Thorwald Gunnerson, Austrian trade 
emissary, today, according to the plans 
of the foreign trade body. The committee 
will meet him in the offices of the asso- 
ciation of commerce. 
A cablegram from London actuarics 
was read at the meeting. It set forth the 
terms and rates under which English in- 
surance companies would accept risks for 
ocean shipments during the war. 


Buy as Well as Sell. 
An increase of imports from South 
American countries is foreseen by Chi- 
cago merchants as a sequence to the in- 
crease in exports which is expected to 
result from the European war. 

Attention heretofore has been directed 
only to the possibilities of the southland 
asa market for American products. It is 
éeclared that to maintain a large, perma- 
nent export trade, however, it will be 
necessary to reciprocate by purchasing 
greater quantities of raw materials. 

At present the United States buys two 
and a half times as much from South 
America as it sells. The exports to the 
South American countries last year were 
about $80,000,000, while the imports were 
220,000,000. In order to maintain a fair 
belence of trade, merchants assert that

“Will some kind reader of THz TRIBUNE tell a 
Jonely boy of 20, a stranger in Chicago, where 
and how he can get acquainted? L. J. H.“ 

The fetter opens up one of the most distressing 
phases of city life. With thousands of people speak- 
ing the same language one can still be as completely 
lost and lonely in Chicago as on an island. 

This is a vital problem Yor practical reformers. 
The fight which they carry on for morality, for a 
clean city, can be helped immensely by turning at- 
tention to the problem of city loneliness. The boy 
who has no.opportunity to get into the society of 
young people that are on a level with him will 
sooner or later drop down to a lower level, where 
acquaintances are more easily made. The girl who 
is alone and lonesome in the big city will accept in- 
vitations from men with whom she would not other- 
wise associate. 

The various clubs and organizations like the 
Young Men’s Christian association and the Chicago 
Hebrew institute are doing much to promote th» 
welfare of the lonesome young men who have found 
them. The next step in the activity of such or- 
ganizations is not merely to wait for the lonely 
men to find them, but to go out in search of the 
stranger within the gates. 


ATTACK BY SLANDER. 

Misrepresentation of an enemy's character by 
false reports of outrages committed by his forces 
is an old habit of war. It inflames hatred and 
keeps it alive. It increases passion and makes 
the demand for revenge impulsive. If a nation 
has gone to war cold it can be aroused to what is 
regarded as a fighting spirit by tales of cruelties 
inflicted upon its innocent countrymen having the 
misfortune to fall into the enemy’s hands. 

Furthermore, war not only loosens the thousand 
tongues of rumor but it opens the thousand ears 
of prejudice. Little that fiction can invent is in- 
credible. 

The basest of men in the breaking down of 
everything except m. tary control find opportunity 
for hideous acts. They may be in uniform or not. 
Life is apt to seem to have a normal value of zero. 

When opportunity is opened for an irruption of 
rufflaniem and when nations are ready to receive, 
exaggerate, and believe the worst that can be told 
of the enemy’s action it is not astonishing that 
stories of cruelty get general circulation. 

With respect to so much of these narratives 
as may be true it should be remembered with what 
difficulty in an otherwise peaceful American city 
an outbreak of savagery is prevented in a great 
strike. 

With respect to the rest it may be regarded as 
a habit, if not the policy, of war. 
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AS TO THE SLAVIC PEOPLES. 

It seems that some of the old world rancor and 
bitterness between races and nations has been 
given vent to at war meetings and demonstrations 
held in Chicago. The Slav peoples, it is alleged, 
have been termed “ barbaric,” “ Asiatic,”’ or semi- 
Asiatic’’ by overenthusiastic speakers. The Bo- 
hemian American Press association of Chicago 
takes exception to these adjectives. 

There are 600,000 Slavs in Chicago and about 
2,000,000 Slavs in the United States. That they 
are here is proof positive that not only are they 
not barbarians but that they know and prize lib- 
erty. Had they been barbarians they would have 
stayed in the old world and submitted to the petty 
tyranny of autocratic officials. The fact that they 
resent tyranny only too keenly gives them a cer- 
tificate of character. It shows them to be enlight- 
ened modern men and women. 

The Slavic countries are held back in the march 
of civilization not by their peoples but by their 
rulers. Far from being a stumbling block in 
the path of progress the Slavs are champions of 
freedom and democracy. It is oppression that 
begets fighters for liberty, and next to the Jews 
the Slavs are today the most oppressed race on 
earth. Centuries of oppression have placed the 
Jews in the foremost ranks as fighters for liberal- 
ism. Oppression will do for the Slav what it haa 
done for the Hebrew race. 

Many of the Slavic laborers in this country, 
when observed in the street, digging ditches, or 
camping out along railroads, or building bridges, 
may not look promising. To the superficial ob- 
server it may seem that American civilization does 
not touch them. But this is a mistaken view. Amer- 
ican civilization may not have much of a positive 
influence on them. It may not reach deep enough 
into their bones for them to change—to become 
Americanized. But its negative effects are not to 
be underestimated. The Slav laborer grasps the 
ineaning of American freedom sufficiently to feel 
the governmental oppression in his own country 
more keenly than ever. 

It is the Slavs of Chicago and of the United 
States who are today pioneering for a republican 
Europe. Every alien who returns to eastern Europe 
after a stay in this country puts a kink in the 
divine right fable of European monarchies. Even 
the Slavs who remain in the new world are no less

Italy treaty with Germany is directed 
against France and provides that in case either is 
engaged in war with France the other will make 
common cause and conclude a common peace. In 
case eitber nation is involved with a country other 
than France a benevolent neutrality will be pre 
served by the nation not at war. Italy's agree- 
ment with Austria is similar. | 

The treaties contain provisions that they are 
entered into from a standpoint of defense and not 
for aggression. These also are written instru- 
ments. This combination of Germany, Austria, 
and Italy ie known as the triple alliance. 
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When Germany's growing navy began to worry 
England a secret verbal agreement was entered 
into by that country with France. It is supposed 
by this agreemen* France would place her whole 
fleet in the Mediterranean to deal with the fleets 
of Austria and Italy, while England and Russia 
would put their fleets in the North sea and there- 
by protect the coasts of England and France, 
England was to furnish certain troops and pos- 
sibly financial help. All this to be in the event 
that either France or Great Britain were attacked 
or involved in war with Germany. This arrange- 
ment between England, France, and Russia is 
known as the triple entente. It makes France 
and Russia fight for England on land while Eng- 
land fights for them by sea. 

In addition England has an alllance with Japan 
which provides that if either becomes involved 
in war with another country, except one with which 
a general arbitration treaty exists, the other 
shall give assistance with all her military power 
and a common peace shall be made. The United 
States has general arbitration treaties with both 
England and Japan. 

In their application these treaties or alliances 
have operated as follows: Austria declared war 
against Servia. Servia was assisted by Russia, 
therefore Germany immediately declared war 
against Russia. Thie drew from France a dec- 
laration of war against Germany. England, ac- 
cording to her agreement with France, followed 
suit. All acted according to their agreements 
with the apparent exception of Italy. 
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We in America have at the scheme in 
formal times. We have railroad rates in ef- 
fect by controlling maximums Are we to be 
tempted to drastic measures by this war? It is to 
be hoped matters will msver get that far, but cer- 
tainly the readiness to raise prices of necessaries 
shown with so little excuse is not pleasant to think 
about. This movement will produce more than in- 
convenience. It will result in real deprivation. It 
creates a harsh pressure on those least able to bear 
it and at a time when there has been and may con- 
tinue for a while to be much unemployment. 

There should be no such pressure in the absence 
of real necessity. Conditions in America show no 
such necessity. If our “ psychology” in this mat- 
ter does not resort to better second thought, meas- 
ures should be taken to protect the public from 
extortionate enterprise, at least where it bears heav- 
ily on wage earners and all people of smal! means. 


ECSTATIC PHILOSOPHERS. 

When philosophers choose to go on the one foot 
of patriotism they have to hop, even as Dr. Mun- 
sterberg of Harvard and, now, Henri Bergson. 
Munsterberg’s specie) pleading for Germany against 
the “barbaric Slave" lacked the elan of Berg - 
son’s rush against the “ barbaric Germans,” but 
otherwise was about as considerate of the verities. 
Bergson’s ecstasy may be a final demonstration of 
the domination of intuition, but not of its infallibil- 
ity. Im an address before the French Academy 
he suggested the words which might describe to 
the Belgians the swelling gratitude of French 
hearts: 
“Glory to Belgium! Hail, little people with 
mighty souls! All the world knows that the 
struggle against Germany is civilization against 
barbarism. Our Academy has special authority to 
say so. Devoted mainly to the study of psychologic, 
moral, and social questions, the Academy is simply 
doing its scientific duty in recognizing German 
brutality and cynicism as a retrogression to a 
savage state.“ 
To this Mr. Bergson added: 
“Our colleague, the Grand Duke Nicolas Mik- 
hailovitch, is now with the Russian army. Let 
us send him the salutation of the Academy and of 
France.”

WAR SPEAKS.

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The situation in the Balkans is rather an enig- 
ma, as many secret agreements have undoubtedly 
been made. Servia and Montenegro are known to 
be opposed to Austria and therefore are on the side 
of Russia. Greece is thought to be favorable to 
Great Britain. Bulgaria, due to her treatment in 
the last Balkan war and to a rumored loan from 
Germany, is supposed to be favorable to the alli- 
ance and according to some reports is said to have 
attacked Servia already. Bulgaria with a little 
Austrian assistance is strong enough to counteract 
Servia, Montenegro, and Greece. 

When stripped for action the present war is 
between Austria-Hungary and Germany on the 
one side, Russia and France on the other side. 
Belgium and England on land can help little. 
England controls the oceans, Germany the Baltic, 
a great advantage, and Austria, the Adriatic, a 
small advantage. 

The disproportion between the entente and the

RESUSCITATION AFTER ELECTRIC 


SHOCK. 

weekly bulletin of the Allegheny 
Medical society tells us that, when 
the electric shock is due to any 
ordinary voltage, the resistance of 
the body is sufficient to make the 
amperage low. This means that there 
is no great change in the internal organs 

brought about by the electric current.

Therefore, the condition is one of a- 
phyzie, and, asin drowning and asphy=- 
la tion from gas, the proper treatment is 
artificial respiration. The method of ar- 
tificial respiration proposed is the prone 
pressure method of Schaefer. 

The principle of the method Is the slow 
expression of air from the lungs by pres- 
sure on the lower ribs and the sudden in- 
spiration of air, when, the pressure hav- 
ing been lifted, the ribs spring back into 
position. 


; ~~ 
MBETHOD.—The patient’s mouth is 
cleanged of mucus, serum, tobacco, chew- 
‘ing gum, false teeth, by a stroke of the 
finger: Thie prone position causes the 
tongue to fall forward of its own weight, 
as wellas facilitates the removal of liquids 
from the mouth and air passages by grav- 
ity. It ie this fact that makes it pos- 
sible for one man, alone and unassisted, 
to save the life of a comrade in drowning 
danger, electrical shock, or other condi- 
tions requiring artificial respiration. 
The operator kneels, straddling one or 
both of the patient’s thighs, or kneels by 
either side of the thighs, facing the pa- 
tlent's head. 
The operator’s hands are placed on the 
outer ends of the patient's lowest ribs; the 
fingers curl around under the body and 
are out of sight of the operator. Care is 
observed to keep the hands away from 
the spine and to avoid pressure on the 
elvis. 

The operator’s thumbs are rotated out- 
wards, which assists him in holding his 
arms straight; he does not use his arm 
muscles, but his body weight is brought 
E his shoulder by bringing his body 
and shoulder forward.

This weight is gradually increased 
(there is no sudden thrust) until at the 
end of three seconds of vertical pressure 
upon the lowest ribs of the patient the 
force exerted ia felt to have compressed 
the parts; then the weight is suddenly re- 
moved 

When the pressure is thus exerted on 
the lowest ribs the organs under the dia- 
phragm (the liver, stomach, spleen, kid- 
neys, etc.) drive up the diaphragm; when 
the hands are removed or the pressure 
remitted the displaced organs drop back 
to their normal relations. 

When the diaphragm is thus forced to 
rise the lungs are emptied. 

When it descends a partial vacuum ex- 
ists and the lungs are filled by atmos- 
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pheric pressure. The lungs ere thus 
passive, as in normal breathing. Hence

The rate of operation should be about 
twelve a minute. 

The lungs should be thoroughly emptied 
by three seconds of vertical pressure in 
the manner described; then the hands are 
removed and the refilling of the lungs 
takes care of itself. 

Pressure and release of pressure—one 
complete respiration—occupies about five 
seconds. 


This rate can be approximated by the 
operator following his own deep, regular 
respiration, if he is alone; or by counting, 
or he can use his watch. If comrades are 
present, he can be guided by them. 

Such efforts are usually successful 
within twenty-five minutes, but should 
be continued indefinitely without inter- 
ruption for any cause. One hour, or even 
two hours ot more, may be required to 
bring the person to.

Is there 
anything in the composition that could 
be of any harm?“ 

REPLY. 

Thyroid and pokeberry [phytolacca] are old 
time fat reducers. They are quite efficient, 
especially in people who become obese after 
middle life. 

Your dose of thyroid is mall: yet you are not 
justified in using it, except under a physician's 
observation. Another objection is the indefi- 
site amount of pokeberry in the tablet.

“France is in Lorraine and the de- 
fense of Alsace is to be left to the Austro- 
Hungarian army corps, which, it is re- 
ported from Berne, have reached the 
neighborhood of Istoin, ten miles north 
of Basel. The strategical importance of 
Colmar, the political capital of Alsace, 
lies in the fact that it is at the junction 
of railways going north to Strassburg 
and east to Freiburg and Donauschingon. 

Plan to Trap Austrians? 

“As a protection against French in- 
vasion of Bavaria by this route the Ger- 
mans have preserved and strengthened 
the old Vauban fort of Neu Breisach, 
which is situated between the Ill and the 
Rhine, at about two miles from the lat- 
ter river, and which guards the main de- 
file through Freiburg and the Black For- 
est into the valley of the upper Danube.

Drug Prices Advance. 

The European war has been like dyna- 
mite under the prices of drugs. Germany 
supplied the druggists of the United 
States with more than half of their sup- 
plies. Numerous chemical preparations 
and treatments for specific diseases were 
invented by Germans and the secret of 
the manufacture remains in thet country. 

The supply of salvarsan and neosalvar- 
gan which has been obtained from Ger- 
many by American druggists is practi- 
cally exhausted already. Wholesale drug~ 
gists were offering two hundred per cent 
above the ordinary market price for the 
cure. 

Quinine, morphine, formalin and sev- 
eral other drugs which are made in the 
United States have increased in price, 
also, although not so much as the foreign 
articles. THé wholesalers predict that the 
supply of many of the drugs obtained

FRANCE GIVES OUT RULES 
FOR WAR CORRESPONDENTS 


pOnly Citizens of AlMed Nations 


May Follow Armies—Must Write 
in French. 2 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 11.—The regulations gov- 
erning war corespondents with the 
French armies were published today. 
All correspondents must be French or 
citizens of one of the allied nations. 
They must have a perfect knowledge of 
the French language. A French corre- 
spondent will be permitted to represent 
a newspaper of Pngland or Russia. Each 
correspondent must submit certificates of 
character and physical fitness for the 
field, with three photographa, to be kept 
by the military authorities. He must 
sign a pledge to abide by the regulations. 

The correspondent will wear a white 
armiet, with his name, nationelity, and 
the name of the newspaper in black let- 
ters. He will not be permitted to go 
about the theater of war unless accom- 
panied by a specially detailed officer. 
He must not leave his quarters without a 
special permit. This permit will not be 
issued at advanced posts. 

The censor, at stated times each day, 
will give out the news which the com- 
mander thinks he is justified in making 
public. All code messages are, of course, 
forbidden, and the correspondents must 
write their dispatches in French. Cor- 
respondents will be lodged and transport- 
ed at the expense of the government, and 
they will be entitled to medical service 
free. ) 

All newspapers which send correspond- 
ents to the front must send copies each 
day to the ministry of war. Only one 
correspondent will be accepted from each 
newspaper.

Brooklyn, N. V., Aug. 11.—- [Special. 1— 
The war between Germany and Great 
Britain was transferred to Ebbet’s field 
thisafternoon and raged on the Cub bench 
long enough to defeat the O Day gang. J 
to2 and sink the good ship Chicago into 
fourth place. Germany was represented 
by the steel turreted battleship Heine Zim 
and Great Britain by the protected cruiser 
Roger Bresnahan, neither of which was 
damaged to any extent, the only casual 
@ ties being to the game itself. 

The cause of the conflict was a maneu- 
ver by the German craft during the fourth 
inning. In ordinary parlance, it was a 
bonehead play by which Heine Zim tossed 
off what promised to be a hard earned vic- 
tory. The Irish cruiser insulted the dig- 
nity of the kaiser’s representative after 
the inning and the Heine Zim resented it. 


Mosquito Fieet to Rescue. 

The German craft rammed the British 
cruiser amidships with its steel turret, but 
the Bresnahan escaped serious injury, 
and was retaliating by trying to reach a 
weak spot below the German craft's neck 
when the mosquito fleet surrounded the 
belligerents and kept them apart. The 
submarine Mel Eason suddenly bobbed up 
and informed the two fighters that Eb- 
det's field was a neutral port, ordering 
them outside the three mile limit if they 
wanted to finish their ight. They went, 
but lost each other in the fog around 
Bandy Hook. 

This battle was the outcropping of con 
siderable submerged antagonism which 
has éxisted between the belligerents over 
recent events and was caused by Zimmer- 
man's second attempt within a week to 
make a common ordinary double play 
backward, with disastrous results to the 
Cubs’ pennant chances.

DISOBEYS HIS LAWYER. 


Charles Fox, cashier of Lorimer’s de- 
funct La Salle street bank, was agair 
“ prominently ” yesterday in 
the arson trial of M. L. Fox, Nathan Spira 
and D. I. Felsenthal before Judge Bren- 
tano. 

But Assistant State’s Attorney Frank 
Johnston, who originally developed Cash- 
fer Fox's interest through the examina~- 
tion of Matthew F. Blondell, a state wit- 
ness, had nothing to do with it on this 
occasion. 

Spira tried to break down Blondell's 
story regarding Spira's alleged attempt 
to bribe him on Sunday night, after o 
previously arranged meeting on the south 
side the previous night. Spira’s latest 
arrest, and the circumstances leading up 
to it, are being made good use of in the 
prosecution based on the burning of Fel- 
eenthal & Co.’s store at 902 South Mor- 
gan street on March 7, 1912. It was the 
aim of the lawyers for the defense to let 
as little as bone of this incident ge 
before the jury. 


Lawyers Unable to Stop Spira. 

These lawyers hardly knew what to ex- 
pect of Spira when he began slap-banging 
Blondell on cross-examination, but they 
seemed powerless to stop him, and once 
Spira got started on his wild probe Pros- 
ecutor Johnston took care that he wasn't 
interferred with. Spira, as defending 
coursel, looked harshly at Blondell, and 
then snapped: 

„ What was the first thing that was 
said when, as you say, you met Defend- 
ant Spira on Saturday night?” 

The witness looked at Spira in amaze- 
ment, then grinned, and then coughed a 
dit. Spira repeated the question, but 
Blondell still hesitated. 

“You must answer the 
Spira fairly: shouted. 

Well, if I must, here goes, but I hate 
to mention the name of a friend of seven- 
teen years’ standing. The first thing said 
was your asking me if I had seen Charlie 
Fox on Saturday morning.” 


Details of Alleged Bribe. 

The answer startled even Spira, but he 
rapidly recovered and resumed his pound- 
ing process, with the result that Blondeil 
stated that Spira, when handing over the 
$250 pledge money on Sunday night, told 
the witness that Charlie Fox would hold 
the remaining $4,750 of the $5,000 bribe 
until after Blondell gave testimony fa- 
yorable to Spira, Fox, and Felsenthal on 
the witness stand.“ 

There wae little cross examination of 
Blondell after that and the balance of the 
session wae spent in hearing corrobora- 
tive evidence concerning the $250 paid 
down from the half dozen policemen who 
were on the scene at the direction of 
Prosecutor Johnston.

Bomash Lawyer Gets Excited. 

“This law will serve as a check on the 
dealers who sell guns to any one,” he said. 
“lt am heartily in favor of it and I 
promise to do my part. A dealer Das no 
right to sell a gun under any circum- 
stances unless the purchaser has a permit 
from the chief of police. I think Chief 
Gleason will be very careful in issuing 
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permits. 

City Prosecutor Frank J. Calpuny had 
charge of the gase. Bomash had sur- 
rounded himself with lawyers, who at- 
tempted to question the vaiidity of the 
law, but Judge Gemmil overruled their 
arguments. During the course of the 
trial one of the lawyers representing 
Bomash became excited and threatened 
to“ punch a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, 
who was a witnese for the prosecution. 
He changed his mind, however. 


Tribune“ Starts Crusade. 

The lawyer became angry again when 
Judge Gemmil refused to listen to his 
plea to remit the fine of his client, but 
he made no threats toward the court. 

Samuel Bomash was arrested last June 
following a crusade started by Tu TRIB- 
bun to limit the sale of deadly weapons. 

Ald. Nance caused to be passed the or- 
dinance prohibiting the sale or dispiay of 
deadly weapons. When the day for the 
law to go into effect arrived many deal- 
ers made no apparent effort to obey the 
law. 


Bomash Loses License. 

A TRIBUNE reporter was sent out to m- 
vestigate the effects of the law.

“ As this is planting time for the weeds, 


ing, and each weed is trying to get seeds 
in the ground for next year, people 
should decide whether or not these ag- 
gressive plants are to decorate the va- 
cant lotsa over the city. Improvement 
associations make the mistake of at- 
tacking weeds just because they are 
weeds. They sometimes forget that 
these plants can be utilised for their 
beauty. On one vacant lot wild carrot 
grew riotously. Although wild carrot ls 
a weed, which is called Queen Anne's 
lace, it made a lovely spot of the vacant 
lot with its pretty white blossoms. The 
neighbors enjoyed the white weeds across 
the way, but one day a man from the 
improvement association came to mow 
them down. 

„ Ma'am, them’s weeds," he said when 
the neighbor protested. 


Clover Will Sweeten Room. 

“Small vacant lots of sweet clover are 
ruthlesely destroyed. A bunch of the 
clover will sweeten a whole room. Be- 
sides clover is beautiful, even when dried, 
and should be allowed to grow. I may be 
scattering heresy by reciting the charms 
of weeds, but weeds need only control. 
They are most aggressive, but are not to 
be despised, either as food or as objects 
of beauty in form. 

A jimson weed is ranked ae the worst 
eort, but in a private garden at Forty- 
seventh street in Kenwood this weed 
grows triumphantly, the most beautiful 
trumpet plant in the garden. Mullein is 
another weed most stately. In England 
it ia called the velvet plant because the 
leaves are as thick as plush and there it 
occupies a place of honor with the flowers. 
It all depends upon the point of view. 


Weeds Follow Man. 

“ Weeds, like vermin, are imported from 
the old world. They follow man in civ- 
iligation and never grow wild. They are 
the most human of plants and are the 
most domestic and familiar. They are 
never discouraged and always die game. 
When they cannot have the best they take 
what they can get. As John Burroughs 
says, if the weed cannot lordit over a corn 
hill it will sit at the foot and take what 
comes. The weeds are the tramps of the 
vegetable world and, like tramps, they 
follow the highways. Catnip, wild mus- 
tard, tansy, and moneywort are found 
about old homesteads, but they can hard- 
ly be coaxed to grow about a palace. 

** Weeds are the most intelligent of 
plants. They have had to fight such 
hard battles to keep their ground and be 
saved from destruction that they have all 
kinds of ways to get themselves carted 


about. 
Plenty to Tat. 

“They have developed hooks to catch 
onto people“ clothes, like the sand burs, 
the cocklies, stick tights, and Spanish 
needles. They have ways to perpetuate 
themselves and no one need be alarmed 
at their vanishing by use on the table for 
food. There are ten weeds in every gar- 
den fighting one strawberry plant for 
the supremacy. They are standpatters 
in battle and bravely resist the foe, which 
is usually a farmer with a scythe.” 

At her farm, “The Terrace, near South 
Haven, Mrs. Jaques encourages all the 
weeds to grow. She hae made a study 
of each weed’s utility and beauty through 
many monthe of watchfulness. She cham- 
pions the cause of the weeds for their 
economic value to the poor and the many 
designs they offer to the artist for
